With two billet wounds in the 
breast, said to have been inflicted 
by bullets from a .38-caliber pistol in 
the hands of,an unidentified necro 
who had attempted to rob him.

Mr. Arkwright Gpened his talk by 
declaring that the beautiful dinner was 
another exumpie of how the Adairs do 
things.

Amazing Beauty. 


The gold silver service for 25 peo- 
ple used at the speakers’ table was 
brought here from the New York 
Biltmore for use on this special oc- 
casion. Guests were amazed at the 
beauty pervading the vast Biltmore 
ballroom when they saw a _ veritable 
fairyland transported to the room for 
the occasion. Lighting effects, my- 
riads of colors. picturesque costumes 
of waiter, and soft strains of thé 
orchestra blended into a dreamy haf- 
mony of beautiful tones. 

In the center of the ballroom foyer 
stood a ten-foot basket, on the up- 
right handle of which stood a bird of 
paradise in the act of flying to an 
illuminated fountain contained in the 
five-foot basket bowl and surrounded 
by premier roses, snapdragons ‘ond 
lily of the valley. . 

Hanging on each of the six large 
foyer columns were wall placques of 
rambler roses, snapdragong and candi- 
dum lilies.

| HEALTH TALKS |

THE PERIL OF POLITENESS. 
Two midwives divided the onstetric: 


in Europe. Within a period of 14 
months 10 of the infants délivered by 
one of these midwives died of tuberen- 
lous meningitis. No case of tubereu- 
losis was found in any of these fami- 
lies. But the midwife was found to 
be suffering from pulmonary. tuber- 
culosis and she afterward succumbed 
to that disease.

Can you tell something of the life 
of Alfred Nobel, the donor of the 


Nobel prizes which are given every 
year? 

He was born at Stockholm, Sweden, 
October 21, 1833. His father, a me- 
‘Lanician, settled in 1857 in St. 
Petersburg and in 1860 began to man- 
ufacture nitro-glycerine. In 1807 Al- 
fred, who assisted him, discovered 
through the accidental escape of some 
nitre-glycerine from a ‘cask into the 
:jlieeous sand of the packing, how to 
make qa safe and manageable explosive 
-—dynamife. He also invented blast- 
ing jelly and several kinds of smoke- 
less powder. Ultimately he had man- 
ufactories at Brefors in Sweden and 
experimented on mild steel for ar- 
mor plates. At his death at St. 
} Remo on December 10, 1896, he left 
n fortune of over two million pounds, 


annual prizes for those making the 
most important discoveries in physics, 
chemistry, physiology, best literature 
and accomplishing the most for ‘hu- 
manity and peace. | 

Why are saloons sometimes called 
“grog shops?” 

“Grog” as a familiar term for liquor 
criginated in a nickname given to 
Admiral Vernon’ by the English sail- 
urs. He instituted the custom of 
mixing water with the brandy that 
was served to the men on board ship. 
‘They resented this innevation and 
had anything but kindly feelings for 
the admiral. He had a habit of wear- 
ing a cloak made of grogram, a cer- 
iain kind of waterproof material, 
which was extensively used at one 
time, and the sailors got into the 
way of calling him “old Grograiw.” 
This in time became shortened to 
“Grog” and was subsequentiy used 
to signify the diluted drink that the 
admiral dealt out to them. Since then 
it has come to mean any kind of 
liquor, but more especially such as 
sailors drink.. Hence the name of the 
place where such is sold. 

Is Delaware ever called “The Bine 
Hen State,” and if so, where did the 
name originate? 

The name arose in the following 
manner: One of the officers of a 


Delaware regiment during the civil 
war was Colonel Caldwell, who had 
quite a reputation as a chicken fan- 
cier and breeder of game cocks. ‘In 
this connection he was especially 
noted for insisting that the best game 
cocks were those that came from the 
eggs of a variety of hen called blue 
‘pen,. and in allusion to this the men 
of his regiment were dubbed “the 
Blue Hens.” a nickname which was 
subsequently, extended to apply to the 
inhabitants of Delaware generally.

Difficulty’ in Landing. 

There also is a likelihood, experts 
say, that Amundsen will experience 
the greatest difficulty in landing in 
the polar regions. Although the start 
of the flight from King’s Bay was 
facilitated by a smooth fall of snow 
which allowed the runners on the bot- 
tom of the planes to move easily over 
the surface, the snow at the pole 
miglit-be rough and frozen into hard 
hummocks, making landing perilous, 
It is said that viewed from the air 
hummocky.ice often looks smooth in 
the queet shadows of the long Arctic 
summer day and that the aviators 
might not know the danger of such a 
landing until they were too low to 
avert disaster. The Norwegian ex- 
plorer’s announced intention of not 
attempting te tand at the pole except 
under the “most favorable conditions 
is approved by authorities on polar 
exploration here. They say’ that in 
the event of a forced landing the 
greatest danger of all will have to be 
faced—a long trek over ice on skiis 
to the northern tip of Greenland, the 
nearest land. 

Leads in Ice, 

In his earlier attempts to reach 

the north pole, the American explorer 


Peary found open leads in the ice the 
greatest danger to sled navigation of 
the ice fields, and even his successful 
expedition to the pole’ was marred by 


difficulties with the leads. 

English experts consider it probable 
that if Amundsen is successful in-his 
flight to the pole, he may succumb to 
he temptation to look over the great 

territory. between the 
north pole and Alaska and follow out 
his original intention to continue his 
flight to Point Barrow, the northern- 
most point of Alaska. 

It is known that Amyndsen believes 
firmly in’ the existence of land in 
this part of the wérld and it: is 
thonght that if flying conditions per- 
mit he may seize the opportunity of 
confirming or definitely disposing of 
that belief.

There is also the memory of his long 
and great services to his country in 
many fields of public endeayor, in- 
eluding his service as lord ‘lieuten- 
dnt of Ireland during the trouble- 
some times after the end of the war 
until the creation of the. Irish Free 
State. 

It was during this period that an 
attempt was made to assassinate him. 
His death has occurred very soon 
after that of another British world 
war figure, Lord Rawlingson, who 
died while serving as commander-in- 
chief of the British forces in India. 

Attack of Appendicitis. 

The Earl of Ypres never fully re 
covered from the operation for appen- 
dicitis he underwent in a London 
nursing home in March. His copdi- 
tion had improved by the end of April 
but about a fortnight ago he bad a 
relapse and he was taken to his home 
in Deal last Sunday. He was said 
to have stoed the journey well and 
this gave rise to renewed hope of re 
covery but as it now appears the doc- 
tors concealed his real condition and 
he was only taken home to die, 

Within a couple of days the field 
marshal had a sinking spell and his 
physician, Sir John Atkins. who 
served on his personal staff when he 
was commander-in-chief in Franee, 
was hurriedly called to Deal. The 
patient still made a gallant fight for 
life and there was another temporary 
rally.

Witnesses testified before the 
board of inquiry that Herndon fired 
five times at Stapp when Stapp with 
his hand in his hip pocket, came into 
the guard house when Horndon was 
on duty.
